Inauranee en the Property Had Been 
Caneelled Last Week, Lawltssnesa 
Making Ineurance Companlaa 
Unwillinfl la Carry It 

Lexington, Ky., June 16.— The City 
hotel at Jackson, Ky.. a three-story 
building owned by Capt B. J. Swen, 
the main wltneaa against Jett and 
White, DOW on trial for the assassina- 
tion of Lawyer J. B. Marcum, was 
burned to the ground early Sunday 
morning. There were 15 guests in the 
hotel, but all escaped without injury. 

The hotel, together with Its furnish- 
Inge aad the effecta ot the gneata, la a 
total loss. The origin of the fire U 
unknown, but the belief is generally 
'that the fire was of incendiary origin. 

The insurance on Swan's property 
had been cancelled last week, the state 
of lawlesaneaa making inauranee com- 
pastes unwilling to longer hold the 
risk. The building had recently been 
completed and his loss of $10,000 rep- 
reeeots his all. 

He and hla wife and nine children 
art left homelesa tad ahnoet penni- 
leaa. ■ The disaster itrnck terror to 
hla heart and he haa feared to leaT« 
the protection of the court, believing 
that bis assassination will be attempt- 
ed if opportunity ia olferedjS ^WtflHl- 
Of are with nelghbora. 

Cant Bwea had recently put up aa. 
addition to the hotel. This was juat 
completed and was yet unoccupied, tt 
was in this part of the hotel that the 
fire was discovered. The town of 
Jackaon haa no Are department and 
when Ita* citlcena were aronaed by the 
firing of pistols and guna, iaueh ex- 
citement provailed. A detachment of 
militia came on the double quick from 
their camp across the river and ren- 
dered valuable aid in assisting the 
gueata to escape and preventing the 
names from spreading. 

Smoke was discovered Issuing from 
(he unfurnished portion of Ewen's ho- 
tel at 6 o'clock. It originated in an 
unflnlahed ro<^ on the third floor. 
No flra has ii«ea la it aad It waa too 
r^MBote from the kitchen chimney for 
a flying apark to have caused the fire. 
Guests at the hotel and members of 
Capt. Ewen's family were asleep when 
the alarm waa sounded and had to es- 
cape In haate, h|lf dressed and leav- 
ing clotlting and belonglnga to be con- 
sumed. Clothing had to be fumlahed 
by neighbors and only a few pieces of 
furniture were saved. Despite efforts 
• to extinguish the flames, they did not 
aurrender until there was nothing left 
to bum, only the Ull chimney aqd a 
heap of ashes marking the site of the 
building. What soldiera could be 
spared went to the Are and worked 
heroically to save the hotel and when 
this became a hopeless undertaking 
devoted themaelves to adjoining prop- 
erty. It was feared to aend any ot the 
men on regular duty, aa it traa aus- 
pected that a rush on the ]all or camp 
mlRht have been planned and that the 
fire was expected to draw the soldiers 
from the jail and locality. 

It was found that rain barrela around 
the hotel, which afforded Ita chief lire 
protection, were overturned by the in- 
cendiaries before the torch waa ap- 
plied. At one time the whole south 
section of the town seemed to be 
threatened and only hard work pre- 
vented a spread. 

Two cloth balla dipped In tar and 
kerosene were found near the ruins of 
the hotel.

The New Monaroh Declared That the 
Nation Ought te Avenge the Crime 
of the Aaaaselnatltf» e« the 
King and Queen. 

Belgrade, June 16. — At a conference 
of senators and deputies held here late 
Sunday night it was unanimously re- 
solved that the ooaatitattoa voted by 
the great aational aasembly in 1888 
should be put into force and that 
Prlnie Peter Kara-georgevitch should 
be unanimously elected king at Mon- 
day's joint meeting of the skupshtina 
and senate. After the election of a 
deputation of the assembly will be sent 
to wait npoa Prlaee Peter and commu- 
nirate to htm the decision Ot thO na- 
tional assembly. 

The Servian constitution of ISSSwas 
a more liberal one than any granted 
previously aad provided that all tax- 
paying citlaeaa ahould become elect- 
ors by whose votes the skupshtina was 
elected. It continued In force until 
May, 1894, when the late King Alex- 
ander by a coup d'etat abolished It and 
restored the illiberal constitution of 
1869. 

Complete order haa prevailed in Bel- 
grade up to 11 o'clock Sunday night 

and absolute quiet is reported through- 
out Servla. The capital wears a much 
more i>eaceful aspect wen than Sat- 
urday. The military have been with- 
drawn from the public ofllcee and on- 
ly a few sentries are now guarding the 
royal palace. Only occasional patrols 
are seen In the streets which through- 
out the day have borne an animated 
appearance, being crowded with olB- 
cera, ladles and large numbers of stu- 
dents who have arrived from abroad, 
it is believed, with the object of dem- 
onstrating in favor of Prince Peter 
Kara-Georgevitch a.'^ kliiK. Some re- 
publican tendencies are notlcebale 
among the atudents who have studied 
in France and Switzerland; theae lat- 
ter, however, are quite overahadowed 
by the opinion of the majority. 

Peter Velimirovitch, one of the old- 
est and most pi(iniin«nt members of 
the radical party and a former minis- 
ter of state, haa been appointed presi- 
dent of the aenate la succession to M. 
Marlnkovitch, who has resigned. 

After the election of the king Mon- 
day, the skupshtina will draw up a pro- 
gram of procedure for the new sover- 
eign, and will then adjourn until the 
arrival of the king at Belgrade. The 
sovereign will then form a new min- 
istry and dissolve the skupahtina. 

Prince Kara Georgevitch, although 
little is known of him among the peo- 
ple generally here, seems to have 
caught the public fancy find his elec- 
tion will be a popular one. 

Lieut. Col. Millalaw Zlvanovich, of 
the general staff, committed suicide by 
shooting himself on Friday. It Is un- 
derstood that the officer took his life 
because among the late king's papers 
was found a letter from Zivanovics 
informing him of the plot against his 
life. The newspapers, however, at- 
tempt to mai<e out the suicide to be 
the result of money troubles. 

London, June 15.— The Geneva cor- 
respondent of the Daily Express as- 
aerta that Prince Kara^eorgevitch in 
an interview declared emphatically 
that the nation ought to avenge the 
crime of the assassination of the king 
and queen of Servla. "A king," he 
said, "who could receive a crown from 
the hands of assassins would be their 
accomplice." . 

Asked If he would puniah the assas- 
sins be replied: "I have no power." 
To the question, "Hut when you are 
king?" Prince Peter gave aaswer, 
"that may never be." 

French Like the Cuban Flag. 
Paris, June 16.— Parislana are study- 
ing the newly hoisted Cuban flag over 
the legation of the youngest republic.

■y the Men Out. 

Chicago, June ir, -Although no pro- 
gress was made Sunday towards set- 
tling the hotel and restaurant striko 
la CUcago, still there waa noticeable 
tt s f torements in the service offered 
at the different establishments where 
the employes have quit work. All the 
hotels were open for business, and 
with few exceptlona aucceeded In tak- 
iag eare fk all gueata that applied for 
aceommodatloas. The ph^es ot the 
strikers are being filled as taat as help 
can be Imported from outside cities 
and Sunday night several of the hotels 
announced that by Monday night they 
would have a full force of employes. 

Offers by the Hotel Keepers' associa- 
tion to submit the controversy to ar. 
bltratlon are still spumed by the 
strikers and it waa declared Sunday 
night that the work of closing up all 
the places where the proprietors re- 
fuse to sign the new scale will be con- 
tinued Monday. 

An effort was made Sunday by the 
strikers to have the steam power coun- 
cil call a sympathetic strike in all 
houses yhere the waiters are out of 
all the men belonging to the unions 
affiliated with that body. The requeat 
waa refused. This means that tha 
engineers, fireman and elevator men 
will remain at work and Is a severe 
blow to the strikers. 

In explaining the stand they have 
taken the members o fthe steam power 
council declare that the striking 
unions are unreasonbale In their re- 
fusal to submit the difflcnlty to arbi- 
tration. In the hope tliat the striking 
unions could be made to change their 
tactics, the council appointed a com- 
mittee to call on the joint board of 
atrikers Monday and try to induce the 
latter to submit the whole trouble to 
arbitration The committee will meet 
President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, who arrived here 
Monday morning, and ask him to use 
hie laflueace with the strikers to bring 
about a peaceable adjuatmeat of the 
trouble. 

AMERICAN LAIOR UNION. 



A New Constitution Waa Adopted at 
the Annual Convention. 

Deaver, Col., June 15.— It was aa- 

nounced Sunday the new conatltutlon 
of the American Ijibor union, which 
was adopted just li. forc the adjourn- 
ment of the annual convention on Fri- 
day last, will be submitted to referen- 
dum vote in December. 

The principal changes provided by 
the new constitution Is the centraliza- 
tion of power In the executive board 
and will have the effect of reducing 
strikes to a minimum. Under this 
provision the pt)wer of declaring 
strikes is taken from the local unions 
and given to the board, and when a 
strike Is called all afTlllated unions 
called ovit must respond and immedi- 
ately An assessment of five cents per 
month per member for a permanent 
strike fund is one of the other Impor- 
tant changea. Thia will give a fund 
of $60,000 annually.

New York, June If).— The niembera 
of the Building Trades Employers' aa- 
sociatlon announced Sunday that not

During; the next 
week or two, the management of the fair 
will be enabled to announce the series of 
high claaa and novel amusements which 
will be furnished while the fair lasts. 
The attractiouQ will be different from 
those ever before offered the patrone of a 
big Bute iair in this part of tbe United 
States. 

8o important ia the fair conaidered by 
the railroada that they have already an- 
nounced a half fore rate from all points 
in Kentucky, aaw^U asspecial rates from 
Teoneieee and Southern Indiana. 

Tbe fair is expected to be bigger and 
better this year than ever before. Prem- 
iums aggregating $20,000 will be awarded, 
and in some cases the premiums will be 
larger than those offered by any other 
State fair in the country.
